The new ruling of the Department of Vital Statistics 
_ requires that Physicians and Midwives shall within 48 hours 
give notice to the Town Clerk with such data as may be pro- 
cured at the time, regardless of child’s name if not known. 
Parents shall give notice, with such other data as may 
be necessary, within 15 days from the date of birth. Do not 
depend upon the Physicians or Hospitals, but be sure your- 
self that the Town Clerk is notified of the birth. 
A fine of twenty-five dollars may be imposed for wilful 
neglect in complying with the above rules.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


The Gypsy Moth infestation in the center of the town re~ 
mains about the same, but the woodland areas show a steady 
increase and this will eventually mean a heavier infestation 
over the town as a whole if the necessary control measures 
are not carried out. Our most serious infestation being in the 
north end of the town near the Sherborn line, between Ridge 
and Orchard Streets. 

R. A. Project on insect control 1 am working 
with six men covering as much of the woodland as possible. 
The area in the north end of the town as spoken of is being 
gone over as thoroughly as possible by creosoting the nests.

“Location for New Standpipe. The Town now owns a lot 
of land on Farm Street, a short distance beyond Cedar Street, 
which was purchased some time ago as a site for a new stand- 
pipe. A 12 inch pipe has been laid in Farm Street from Main 
Street to a point opposite the standpipe Jot. 


Phe location selected has been found, by careful levelling, 
to be 30 feet higher than the location at the present standpipe. 
- Topographical maps show that it is at as high an elevation as 

there is available within a reasonable distance of the center 
of the town. ‘There is no reason for doubting that it is the 
most advantageous practicable location. ‘ 


Static Pressures. “If the standpipe is built with the same 
height as the old one, roo feet, the static pressure over the 
system will be increased by an amount corresponding to 30 
| ft. head of water or 13 lb. per sp. in. This increase in 

~ pressure, though slight, will provide somewhat better service 
| in the more elevated portions of the Town and is desirable. ” 
Tn our opinion it would not be advantageous to build a higher © 
standpipe for the purpose of providing a slightly greater 
pressure. and moreover, the increase in cost of pumping the 
water against a greater pressure and the ability of the pumps 
to operate against any considerable increase in pressure are 
factors which must be considered. . 

Storage Capacity. There areno definite rules for determin- 
ing the necessary capacity to be given to a standpipe. In 
a weneral way, it may be said that the least capacity for satis- 
factory service would be one day’s maximum consumption, 
and it is seldom practicable to provide more than about three 
day’s maximum consumption. On the basis of a maximum 
day's consumption of 380,000 gallons the standpipe should 
have a capacity of not less than, say 400,000 gallons, and 
probably it would be uneconomical to provide a larger capa- 
city than 1,200,000 gallons. 1 


We suggest as desirable for Millis a standpipe 40 feet in 
diameter, roo feet high, with a total capacity of 940,000 gal.

In his report, herewith, the Principal of the High school has 
F described developments in our courses and further desirable 
changes and needs, all of which JT commend. It should be noted 
that equality of educational opportunity does not mean simply 
offering desk room and books and teachers enough for all pupils— 
4t means offering to each opportunity for such work as will profit 
rim as an individual, a wage earner, a useful citizen, or a mem- 
ter of society. Some who could not find the book work offered 
worth their best effort or could not win success in it, have hith- 
erto dropped out. Now, when industry has no work for them and 
society is considering requiring them to remain longer in school, 
jt is not fair to fail to provide them work by which they can 
profit, We need to develop our manual and industrial work—a 
need foreseen when our new building was planned and built. 


It is common for any town, large or small, to measure the 
efficiency of its high school by the ability of its graduates to 
enter college; if they could not readily do so it was a poor school. 
‘A forthcoming repert by a Massachusetts committee now work- 
ing on the problem of courses for the small high school will show 
that only 15% of our Massachusetts High school graduates go to 
college. In Millis the proportion is smaller than that. It should 
be clear that just for the sake of the name “high school” the 
85% ought not to be required to study things unsuited to their 
needs even if those things were required of the 15%. But even 
that is not a true statement of the fact today. College entrance 
requirements are changing and the four years of Latin, the ad- 
vanced mathematics, etc., of the former “classical course” are no 
longer necessary. It is even possible that soon any serious work 
well done in high school may be accepted for admission. It 
follows that’ we may further modify our offerings to meet the 
needs of our 85% with the conviction that we are thereby as 
fully preparing for college. We are working on our own curric- 
ula with this in mind. We are also working with the belief that 
while our work should more distinctly help to discover the abilities 
of our pupils and help them prepare for their occupations in life, 
it should be pre-vocational work rather than vocational. That 
is, it is our business to help them find the specific lines of work 
for which they should prepare, but it is not our function to pre- 
pare completely for profession, business, trade, or calling. 


The Principal's report also records definite progress made in 
the matter of pupil control and government, as well as of clubs 
and extra-curricula activities. This is a matter for slow, sound 
growth rather than hasty, extreme action, and the beginnings 
made are encouraging. ;

thirteen played. The one defeat came from Ashland High in an 
early game of the schedule. This defeat was avenged, however, 
when Ashland came to Millis, Before the largest crowd ever to at- 
tend a basketball game in this town, Millis won in a very close and 
exciting game 16 to 14. The Boston Herald of March 25, 1934, ran 
a fine story on its sports pages about the success of the team and 
also had a picture of the squad. The financial return from our 
home basketball games paid for financing both the boys’ and girls’ 
seasons. It also helped to defray the expenses of the other sports, 
The annual Interclass basketball tournanrent was again very suc- 
eessiul. Many boys who were not on the regular squad took part. 

The baseball team of 1934 was not so successful, Many of the 
boys who could be playing baseball in the spring have to work 
in the afternoons after school. This has taken much material 
away from the team. There are also in Millis high many boys 
who do not come out for baseball because they do not like the 
sport. However, those that have come out have been taught the 
fundamentals of the game. A twelve-game schedule was played. 
Mr. Costello took charge of the seventh and eighth grade games. 
Much interest was shown by the younger boys. About four games 
were played. 


The 1934 football season can be called a success although only 
three games were won, one tied and feur lost. I say this because 
of the way the boys entered into the sport at the beginning of 
the season and the way they practiced and worked for their school, 
coach, and team. 


During the first game of the season, George Clark, one of the. 
most promising backfield candidates, was severely injured. Im- 
mediate care by several of our loyal supporters among our citizens, 
who promptly removed him to one of their homes and later to 
the Framingham Hospital, happily averted possible serious con- 
sequences. Other candidates who had been expected did not re- 
turn to schoo! in the fall. 


Credit must be given to the boys who played in the games and 
fought hard and clean to win. Often during the season we were 
Playing against teams outweighing us ten and fifteen pounds to 
the man. Yet no score of any game could the boys be ashamed 
of. Nathanson showed himself a finished ball carrier and for- 
ward passer. Capt. Storey, Sarris, Payson, and King in the line 
showed tremendous power throughout the season. The traditional 
game with Medway was lost 14 to 12. 


Miss Wilmae Cole again coached the girls’ basketball team. 
Although the team did not win many of its games, Miss Cole 
must be congratulated and thanked for her time and patience 
with the girls.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools of Millis; 


The routine examination of the school children called forth 
some interesting observations concerning the development of the 
individual from early childhood to youth. The exigencies of adole- 
scence are naturally reflected in physical defects which are more 
prevalent at this time than at any other period of early life. The 
notable defects are poor posture, undernutrition, and defective 
teeth. But in addition to physical deficiencies this group is most 
guilty of poor hygiene. There seems to be an interval between 
early childhood, when parental supervision is greatest, and youth, 
when the hygienic conscience develops, durmg which the child is 
expected to care for himself but is not quite capable of doing it. 


There are everywhere many children who present no definite 
organic abnormalities but who are physically below par merely 
because of faulty habits. The schedule of rest and play and 
their eating habits are not conducive to the best of health. The 
adjustment of their difficulties is rather a matter of social service 
than one of therapeutics. 


The cases which showed gross physical defects were noted for 
more complete examination and consideration at a later date, 


On the whole the physical average is good. The outstanding 
defect is lack of dental care. A greater interest on the part of 
both the child and the parent would obviate this. If more atten- 
tion were paid to prophylaxis less dental care would be necessary. 


During the part of the football season which followed my 
assumption of duties there were no serious or disabling injuries, 
The athletic supervisors have been quick to recognize injuries 
which deserved medical attention.
